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DEDICATION OF 2005 ALEXANDRIA TOWN REPORT 


Ralph W. Peters, Sr. 


March 17, 1918—December 24, 2005 


It wasn’t experience that propelled Ralph W. Peters, Sr. into journalism. Neither was it a family legacy of 
reporting, nor a degree in media studies that drove him into the field. 


In fact, Peters never had any formal training as a newsman at all. Just a determination to keep citizens ap- 
prised of the goings-on in and around town, and the pluck to start a newspaper from the ground up. 


“His was news that you wouldn't find anywhere else,” recalled Tom Berube, 85, who worked alongside 
Peters in the Merrimack Valley Advertiser’s early days. “He brought to the public that kind of information 
that ordinarily they wouldn’t get. And I know he had a great enthusiasm for being able to provide it.” 


“Sometimes, nowadays, the reporters come in for the selectmen’s meetings and that’s it,” added Warren 
Carey, a longtime Tewksbury official whom Peters interviewed for stories on occasion. “But Ralph seemed 
to be at everything. He was out there, very active. And then he was from Tewksbury. A guy can get a bet- 
ter flavor for the story when he’s a person who’s from town. Ralph was it, A to Z.” 


Soup to nuts, there wasn’t a task Peters shied away from. He wrote stories. He penned editorials. He 
ferried the plates to a Lowell printer, snoozing in the car while hundreds of copies of the Advertiser slid 
through the presses. He sold ads, pasted up type, even delivered papers to residents each Thursday. Then 
he did it again the following week, and the following—for nearly twenty years. 


When Ralph and his family left Tewksbury in 1976 to settle two hours to the north in Alexandria, N.H. 
his fingerprints were still all over town. 


After a stint at the helm of two New Hampshire weekly papers—the Bristol Enterprise and the Upbeat—he 
owned and operated an antiques business before turning his attention to the Alexandria Beautification 
Campaign. The project—which raised $80,000 for gardens and historic displays across from the town 
center, all under Peters’ watch—would be his last public effort. 


But his legacy stretches far beyond his New Hampshire home. To those who knew him—with his black 
frame glasses, ubiquitous scally cap, cigar and crop of snowy white hair—he was well-liked, visible and 
always fair. 


Friends and family also say he was a man always at the center of things but without the swollen ego of 
those in the public eye. Ralph showed us all the example of a life led in service to others. 


Ralph always did things the right way and never wavered from that,” said grandson Stephen Hinckley of 
Dracut. “I guess he showed us the way to live—how to be a good person, a good neighbor.” 


It’s like the old saying about the river rocks. You might have to go over them, dig under them or go 
around, but there’s always a way around. He showed us that if something’s worth doing, it can’t be done 
halfway. That was the way he lived.”

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ALEXANDRIA SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


Your board of selectmen has worked hard this year to resolve difficult issues, many of them long-term, with 
civility, cooperation, and respect for law. The legal cases we settled were the longest standing and most dif- 
ficult and the town prevailed in nearly all of them. We signed an agreement for the transfer station site that 
gave the town an extra acre for sand storage and other uses, while fairly compensating owner Boake Morri- 
son. With the able leadership of the building committee, the Town Office Building project is back on track 
in a professional manner. We believe we have the best chance of gaining voter approval this year because 
every alternative has been considered and costs projected, with little or no impact on the tax rate. 


Leadership and a cooperative spirit shown by the planning board has finally gotten that board moving in 
the direction it needs to and developing ordinances this town needs to enact to protect itself. It has taken 
a tough stand on gravel pits, shutting down those operating illegally and issuing proper permits to those 
that comply with the ordinance. The select board approved funds for the master plan committee to hire 
Lakes Region Planning to help us get the master plan finished and that committee has put in an extraordi- 
nary amount of work on that project. 


The select board recreated the conservation commission to help us protect natural and historic resources 
and it has developed an aggressive work schedule. We're asking for a Capital Improvements Plan ordi- 
nance to allow us to institute professional planning for maintaining and replacing our town assets includ- 
ing buildings and roads. Part of that is reinstating the highway committee to give us a workable plan for 
constant road repair and replacement. It doesn’t often appear so, but we’ve done an incredible amount of 
work to get this town moving and planning for its future while giving our residents confidence their town 
government will operate professionally and fairly for the good of all. 


There is, of course, much work ahead. The CIP will need significant person power to get it put together 
and working for us. We need to begin mapping and improving roads a little at a time. We're hoping we 
will have a building to build, and, we believe, under budget and on time. We need to work on our finan- 
cial auditing and other policies and procedures. We need to codify and enact our town ordinances and put 
those on-line in an improved web site for everyone to have access to them. The ordinances have to include 
improved driveway access permitting to provide for water easements because water is a growing problem 
in this town as development increases. We also need to start talking about recycling at the transfer sta- 
tion and enacting a minimal zoning ordinance to protect the rural lifestyle our residents have said is their 
primary pleasure in living in Alexandria.

Bob Bacon respond and says that the Selectmen didn’t get one 
this year either. Barry Walker points out that the Selectmen aren’t employees of the Town. Orville Burr 
Calls the Question. The motion fails. 


Motion to Accept Article 3 to see if Town is vote to raise and appropriate the budge committee recom- 
mended sum $1,106,090 of as is by Bill Hall, Skip Reilly 2nd’s so moved $ 1,106,090.00 passes Budget 
Committee’s Recommendation. 


Jim Telsey moves to change order to skip to 5 to 6 then back to 4, Art Barron 2nd’s, so moved 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to close the Tow Dump Closure Fund, previously established, and 
to transfer the balance of $72,380.26 into the general fund. (2/3 vote required) Merry Ruggirello says 
simple majority vote is required per DRA. Dennis Ford moves the question, so moved. 


Article 6: To see if Town will vote to establish a town Dump Site Monitoring Fund with a deposit cap of 
$20,000 and to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 to place into this account. The $20,000 is to be 
derived from the unreserved fund balance.

The project will be financed as follows: $482,000 to be removed from 
the Town Building Fund Capital Reserved Account $50,000 to be removed from the unreserved fund bal- 
ance and the remaining $50,000 to be raised through taxation in the year 2005. (2/3 vote required) Lucy 
Ford moves, Orville Burr 2nd’s Motion made to pass over as there is not enough money in the budget to 
fund the project as it exceeds the 10% that the Town can approve to get the project done. Motion to pass 
over by Maggie LaBerge, Orville Burr 2nd’s and to table indefinitely.

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Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,550 to the Tow of Alexan- 
dria Volunteer Fire Department for the purpose for fire fighting and prevention services an to continue the 
lease of the 1999 International Tanker to the AVFD. Barry Walker makes a motion, Jim Akerman 2nd’s so 
moved. 


Article 10: Are you in favor of changing the term of the town clerk/tax collector from three years to one 
year, beginning at the end of the 3-year of the town clerk/tax collector elected in 2003? (This article is pre- 
sented by petition) Barry Walker moves, Kristina Harris 2nd ‘s , Andy Panaggio says this is the least cost 
effective idea he has ever heard of. Robert Ramsey stands up and addresses the moderator and the audience 
and says that this is just as stupid as last years idea to make the chief of police elected is just dumb. Article 
10 fails. 


Articlel1: To see if the Town will vote to accept the private road now known as Lynn Avenue as a Class 
V road assume the responsibility and the expense for the maintenance of said road. Cecile Bedard moved 
Roger Bedard 2nd. After lengthy discussion Maggie LaBerge called the question and Lucy Ford 2nd Ar- 
ticle 11 fails. 


Article12: To see if the Town will vote to raise the appropriate the sum of $8,000.00 for the purpose 
of havening a metal roof installed on the tucker House. Lucy Ford moved Maggie LaBerge 2nd .Article 
passed. 


Article13: To see if the Town will vote to approve a fee of $2.00 for each annual Wellington State Park 
pass issued to the taxpayers of Alexandria. Maggie LaBerge moved William Corbiel 2nd. Article passed. 


Article14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000.00 to contract the 
painting of Akerman Bridge, so called. Andy Panaggio moved Jim Ackerman 2nd. Article passed.

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial 
position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Alexandria, as of December 31, 
2004, and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended 
in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


As described in Note 2, as of January 1, 2004, the Town has implemented a new financial reporting model, as required 
by the provisions of Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement No. 34, Basic Financial Statements - and 
Management’s Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. 


The management’s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information are not a required part of the basic 
financial statements, but are supplementary information required by accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of 
management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. 
However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the 
Town of Alexandria’s basic financial statements. The individual fund financial statements are presented for purposes 
of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the basic financial statements take as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Alexandria 
Alexandria, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Alexandria for the year ended December 31, 2004, we considered 
the Town’ s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinions on the financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance 
on the internal control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve 
matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control 
structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report 
financial data consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a 
reportable condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not 
reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities caused by error or fraud, in amounts that would be 
material in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control 
structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be 
material weaknesses as defined above. 


During the course of our review of internal controls, the following findings were noted that we consider to be material 
weaknesses and violations of State law. 


Tax Collector 


This year, we had to spend a considerable amount of extra time assisting with the reconciliation of the tax collector’s 
records. The tax collector’s report (MS-61) that was presented for audit had numerous errors on it in commitments, 
remittances to the treasurer, and abatements issued during the year. While some figures could not be verified due to the 
lack of proper records, our analysis disclosed duplicate postings in some cases, and an overall lack of reconciliation 
during the year. 


There are also unredeemed property taxes going back as far as 1988. New Hampshire law provides for deeding of 
unredeemed liened property after two years. Because proper procedures have not always been followed throughout the 
whole lien process, many of these properties cannot be deeded. This condition results in a substantial loss of tax revenue 
to the Town. 
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Town of Alexandria 
Independent Auditor’s Communication of Reportable Conditions and Other Matters 


We recommend that the tax collector prepare a summary of activity monthly to ensure that the records balance and allow 
for the investigation of any variances in a timely manner. All remittances should be reconciled with the treasurer’s 
records monthly as well. The tax collector should follow all required procedures of the tax lien/deed process, and should 
contact the New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration for guidance on how to handle these old unredeemed 
receivables. 


State law also requires that when full redemption of tax liened property is made, the tax collector must notify the 
Registrar of Deeds within thirty days to release the lien. Our review of the redemptions made during 2004 indicated that 
notification for fourteen of the forty-three redemptions was not sent to the Registrar within the required timeframe. We 
recommend that the tax collector take whatever steps are necessary to ensure that the Registry is notified within the 
period of time set by statute. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management, the board of selectmen, and others within the 
administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of public record.

There have been many changes this 2005 in the Offices of Town Clerk/Tax Collector. 


As the dust begins to clear, I believe that things are starting to get back to a normal business level and that 
most town clerk/tax collector transactions are easy and time efficient! Hopefully, by mid-February I will 
have my newly hired Deputy Town Clerk/ Tax Collector, Frankie LaBerge, on board. I am looking forward 
to having Frankie’s help here in the office; I know she will do a fine job. 


A request has been put into the State DMV to get back our plates and stickers; however, it will be a lengthy 
process. Hopefully, by early summer, they will once again be available here in Alexandria! Until then, 
Bristol or other on-line towns are the only option for completing registrations, transfers and titles. Vehicles 
1991 and older no longer need titles; however, if you are getting a new registration for 1991 and older, 2 
forms of ownership need to be brought in: prior owners registration, bill of sale or title signed over to you or 
a VIN verification form signed by law enforcement, a dealership or a State Inspection station. If renewing a 
registration, please bring in the expiring one so that your transactions can be processed quickly! 


Wellington passes will be available again for the 2006 season in April. Iam having them pre-printed to 
speed up the process and make things easier for Wellington Park staff. They are $2.00 for adults (ages 12 
and over). Children 6-11 will require a pass but at no charge. Children under 6 are free. 


Dog licensing is coming up again in April. All dogs 3 months and older need to be registered by April 
30th. Once a puppy turns 3 months, it needs to be registered, no matter what time of year it is. A valid 
rabies certificate should be brought with you in order to register the dog. The office usually receives copies 
from local vets, but that is not always the case. Please be kind enough to notify the office if your dog is no 
longer with you, it will prevent you from getting letters reminding you to register your pet, with possible 
fines. If a dog is not registered by April 30th there is $1.00 per month fee, with heftier fines coming in the 
summer for unregistered dogs.

FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


Well, you can add 2005 to the history books that is if you’re still counting. You sure could write volumes 
with all that has taken place, both globally and locally. 


As I sit here writing this, it is almost the middle of February and I’m wondering where did the winter go? 
Snowfall has been limited to a few flurries. People are walking around in t-shirts like they were in Miami. 
Some folks think it’s all linked to global warming, but I think it’s from the Tuesday night meetings at 
town hall. We didn’t think that the lake would ever freeze. It didn’t stop those fishing maniacs who were 
out in their bob houses bobbing up and down on the waves. I’m not even going to mention the rainfall! 


Now on to the “frost heaves”... driving down the Cass Mill mountain range was quite an experience! 
When you took off from some of those peaks, you needed a pilot’s license, not a driving one. I guess 
Mother Nature will put everything back in order in due time. 


The activity at the transfer station is growing (or is it throwing) by leaps and bounds (or is it tosses and 
bags). We hauled out 62 containers of demolition material with a total tonnage of 268.28 tons. That’s 
almost as much as they hauled from the World Trade Center! The tonnage has dropped since we began 
charging for truckloads. Wonder where it went? 


There were 53 loads of MSW (municipal solid waste), garbage to you laypersons, with a weight of 669 
tons. This represents an increase of 40 tons over last year. In addition, we hauled 17 containers of scrap 
metal compared to 12 in 2004. 


We took in $6,396 for appliances, tires, etc. This compares to $5,085 in 2004. When I started here in 
1995, it totaled $734. 


Well, that’s the year in review! Thanks to all who make my task easier, and to the few who don’t. ..we’re 
hoping you'll come around.

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ALEXANDRIA PLANNING BOARD 
FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


To the citizens of Alexandria: 


The planning board is responsible for the master plan, driveway accesses, excavation operations (gravel 
pits) and subdivisions. The past year has been one of change and revision. Organizing the records of these 
four areas is nearly complete. Updates on each follow. 


MASTER PLAN—New Hampshire requires that each town have a master plan and that it be updated 
every 5-10 years. The date of the last Alexandria Master Plan is 1987 and so under the direction of Master 
Plan Committee Co-Chairman, Darryl Ellis and Cheryl Cizewski, the master plan committee has produced 
an updated, working draft of the master plan vision statement, land use section and recommended goals 
with the help of Lakes Region Planning Commission. The information was based upon the town-wide 
survey of April 2005. 


A map detailing Alexandria’s future has been completed and will be on display at town meeting. 


The next project is the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP), also required by the state, but is requested to 

be approved by our citizen at town meeting. The CIP is a program designed to schedule large purchases, 
projects and equipment maintenance. This is an advisory group that will work with the budget committee 
to determine the most important of town-wide projects to be scheduled and completed. 


HIGHWAY SAFETY/DRIVEWAY ACCESS—Merry Ruggirello, Chairman 

The committee has been correcting, researching, organizing and inspecting all driveways, permit and 
applications, bringing all past issues up to date. A binder is available at the selectmen’s office for public re- 
view. Driveway access permits are issued for one year only and are required for any access to town roads. It 
is hoped that all records will be complete soon and that timely inspections of each driveway will be made. 
Our apologies go out to those who may not have been properly serviced. 


The committee will begin collecting data and organizing a town roads file that will include information 
on all town roads, trails and path as well as water flowage rights, easements and rights of way. 


Please be advised that property owners are responsible for all private driveway connections, including 
related drainage structures like culverts, even if they are within the highway right of way and regardless 
of whether the driveway pre-dates the town’s driveway permit system. Failure to correct hazards is covered 


under RSA 236:13, VI, RSA 236:19 and RSA 236:39. 


All property owners who wish to access a town road must fill out an application and secure a permit to 
construct a driveway prior to construction. 911 numbers are not issued until the driveway receives final 
approval and substantial completion of the primary structure is complete. 


GRAVEL PIT COMMITTEE—Sandy Hamel, Chairman 

The planning board is in the process of permitting all the gravel pits in Alexandria. The planning board 
unanimously reaffirmed the position that Alexandria has no grandfathered gravel pits. Permits for excavat- 
ing in Alexandria are renewed on a yearly basis. All required state and federal permits must be approved 
before applying for an excavation permit in Alexandria. 
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SUBDIVISIONS 


The subdivision regulations were updated and reprinted. Changes include the addition of minimum lot 
sizes-two acres, 150’ road frontage, endorsement of bonding and consideration of water flow, deeded rights 
of way and easements with regard to roads and accesses. For shore land, wetlands and other conservation is- 
sues, it is necessary for those planning subdivisions to secure approval from state and federal agencies prior 
to subdivision application. 


The Alexandria Planning Board encourages citizen participation and attendance at all regularly scheduled 
meetings, which are held the third Wednesday of each month (7:00 P.M. March-November and 6:00 P.M. 
December-February). The planning board has also acquired a phone number: 744-8986. It is automatically 
answered, and calls will be returned as soon as possible. Please remember that the planning board does not 
have an office or a staff member to answer phones. 


The subdivision regulations, excavation regulations (gravel pit) as well as driveway access regulations and 
applications for each are available on the Alexandria website; www.alexandrianh.com. Hard copies are also 
available for a fee at the selectmen’s office. All application must be completed prior to any action being 
taken by the planning board. 


The planning board requires that complaints, waivers and issues be submitted in writing and signed by 
the property owner(s). 


My thanks to all planning board members and volunteer citizens for their hard work, dedication and com- 
mitment to the future of our community through the planning board. While the past year has been inter- 
esting, challenging and occasionally chaotic, we are proud of the progress the planning board has made. 
And, we are happy with the working relationship that has evolved with the selectmen. We have begun 

to place emphasis on training planning board members and to actively participate in our local regional 
planning commission. We are always looking for more dedicated people to serve on the planning board 
committees. For citizens interested in being appointed to any of the above committees, please submit your 
request in writing to the Alexandria Planning Board.

It was de- 
cided that two public hearings would be held to keep everyone informed as much as possible.

TO REPORT A FIRE OR MEDICAL EMERGENCY, DIAL 911: Give the dispatcher the exact address 
location at the FIRE or MEDICAL emergency and when possible, stay on the telephone so further infor- 
mation can be obtained the AVFD has free “911” stickers available upon request. 


The Alexandria Volunteer Fire Department is a traditional, all volunteer, fire department serving the 
people of Alexandria and our neighboring communities. The department responds to fire, rescue and 
medical emergency call 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. It is incorporated and a nonprofit organization and 
is privately owned by its members. There is no payroll. 


The department answered 150 emergency calls in 2005. We also answered a wide variety of non-emergen- 
cy calls for help or assistance and information. The department is responsible for certain N.H. Fire Code 
enforcement and inspections. The department works closely with the Town Fire Warden, Arthur Barron, 
assisting with fire permit enforcement and fire suppression in the outdoors. 


The dedicated men and women of the AVFD continue to work hard to maintain and upgrade our equip- 
ment. They train hard and continue to better themselves to be ready and able to serve you in your time of 
need. It is very demanding and a never ending process that is constantly changing. We face new hazards 
and dangers with many difficult problems in today’s high tech world. 


The Alexandria Volunteer Fire Department Ladies Auxiliary is a separate organization equally dedicated to 
supporting the department. They respond to assist and support our work when food and fluids are neces- 
sary for our wellbeing and to sustain operations when the hours are long and conditions are difficult. The 
AVFD Ladies Auxiliary has always been there with financial assistance, donating tens of thousands of dol- 
lars over the years.

This ban on backyard trash bar- 
rels includes incinerators. Contact Warden Arthur Barron if you have any questions.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


I first want to thank the residents of Alexandria for their cooperation and support with the bird virus. 


Second, I want to alert residents of the town about the threat of Triple E (Eastern Equine Encephalitis) and 
WNV (West Nile Virus). A grouse was found that tested positive for Triple E, and notices were posted in 
stores, town hall and the Bristol Post Office. 


Residents who own horses should have them inoculated with a vaccine; there is no vaccine for humans at 
present. 


Residents should be aware of standing pools of water around their homes. Bird baths should be flushed ev- 
ery other day, roof drains should be kept clean and containers left outdoors should have drill holes in them 
to allow water to escape. If you are outside, wear protective clothing such a long pants and long sleeved 
shirts. Education and prevention are the keys to staying healthy. 


Collection and testing of birds ended in October. The 2005 totals for the state are as follows:

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 
FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


It has been a busy year for your director. The NH Department of Environmental Services told the town 
that it had to complete a Spill Prevention Plan. Classes were attended, photos were taken, drawings and 
inspections were done in order to comply with the requirements of the plan. 


The Department of Homeland Security has mandated that all town employees will have to use the ICS 
(Incident Command System) on any and all disasters; either man-made, natural or biological. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission has worked with the Hazard Mitigation Committee in order that 
we may be compliant with the Office of Emergency Managements and Region 1 requirements that the 
town update its Hazard Mitigation Plan. 


The town held a public hearing on the possibility of participating in the National Flood Insurance Pro- 
gram. The NH State Planning Commission presented a program on flooding. In the past we have received 
funding for disasters that occurred in the town. Since we are not a member of the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program, the town will not be receiving any additional assistance unless participation is approved. 
PLEASE VOTE YES ON THE NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE PROGRAM warrant article at town 
meeting. 


This fall we had heavy rains and erosion on town roads. On Bland Hill (near the fire station) we had a mud 
slide. Luckily, it was on a safe road, and the state took care of the emergency. The Town of Alstead has the 
same topography as the town of Alexandria. They lost roads, bridges and homes; all because of a blocked 
culvert. Seven people died as a result of the flooding. Alstead belongs to the NFIP, and people who had 
flood insurance were able to get back into their homes before Christmas. Owners of homes that were com- 
pletely gone or severely damaged were offered a buyout from the State of NH and FEMA. To the residents 
who did not live in Alexandria in July of 1973, this town had the same type of flooding. We were lucky 
that no lives were lost. Many people had flooded basements and contaminated wells, so it can happen here.

I just returned from the Northern New England Conference in Bartlett, NH that is held annually for 
recreation professionals in NH, Maine and Vermont.

His presentation recounted the many programs and services that 
the TTCC has become known for and the great example this center has set for departments throughout 
New England. He entertained all those in attendance with slides from those first years of programs in our 
community.

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WELLINGTON STATE PARK REPORT 
FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 2005 


This year was an outstanding year and exceeded all previous years for revenues and attendance. 


The total number of people entering the park for the 2005 season was approximately 65,000, and this does 
not include those using the boat launch. 


The privilege to use the park facilities continues to be successful. This year children 6 thru 11 had to pay 
an admittance fee of $1.00 while those under 5 were admitted free. Make sure this year (2006) you get a 
pass for your children that fall into this category (see your town clerk for your numbered admission card). 
The latest count was 1959 adults and 402 children. The regular admittance fee would be $6279; the town 
admittance fee, $2500, is not expected to change for the 2006 season. 


The park provides an opportunity for summer employment, especially for high school and college youths. 
Seven Alexandria youths were employed at the park this past summer. 


The park also provides opportunities for community involvement such as: Boy Scout Eagle Projects, school 
learning activities in the outdoors and spring cleanup of the beach. 


Some of the park improvements are: replacing the water line on the West end; expanding the Triathlon 
area; replacing the East Pavilion floor; and the biggest one is the upgrading of the Snack Bar to offer a 
greater variety of foods such as prepared sandwiches, hot dogs, pizzas, coffee and muffins. 


This year’s big events included: Cedar Strip Building of Kayaks, Granite State Triathlon, hosting the NH 
National Guard, weddings, receptions, family reunions, etc. Next year we expect similar events.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that provides programs 
and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s programs enable 
elderly individuals to remain independent in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


GCSCC operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill 
and North Woodstock, the information and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink, and the Re- 
tired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center (RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and 
RSVP, older adults and their families take part in a range of community-based long-term services includ- 
ing home delivered meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2005, 59 older residents of Alexandria were served by one or more of the Council’s programs of- 
fered through the Plymouth Regional Senior Center or Bristol Area Senior Services: 


e Older adults from Alexandria enjoyed 297 balanced meals in the company of friends in the 
senior dining rooms. 


e They received 318 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring volunteers. 


e They were transported to health care providers and other community resources on 273 occa- 
sions. 


e They were assisted on 31 occasions by our social workers who helped them access needed ser- 
vices and benefits. 


e Alexandria's elderly citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for a better 
community through 985.5 hours of volunteer service. 


The cost to provide Council services for Alexandria residents in 2005 was $7,547.82. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own homes and out of 
institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars that 
would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our 
older friends and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the 
Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Alexandria’s support for our programs that 
enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to meet the challenges of aging in 
the security and comfort of their own communities and homes.

From July 1, 2004 to June 30, 2005, Voices Against Violence served 7 victims of domestic violence or 
sexual assault from the Town of Alexandria, as well as provided countless hours of education and support 
around these issues to individuals and organizations in your town. 


Direct services included crisis counseling through our 24-hour hotline; support groups for domestic and 
sexual violence victims; hospital, police and court accompaniment; restraining order assistance, referrals 
to agencies for housing and food assistance; assisting with educational and employment opportunity; and 
much more. Our staff also presented to students and faculty in the Newfound School District topics such 
as bullying prevention, healthy relationships and boundaries, how to help a friend in an abusive situation 
and teen dating violence. 


We are also working with law enforcement, clergy and medical providers in your area to create a uni- 
fied community response to domestic and sexual violence, and will be placing a great deal of effort in our 
prevention activities that will hopefully alleviate long-term burdens on the town that result form family 
violence.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help 
us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire depart- 
ment or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued 
by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. 
This period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban 
in several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small and saving several struc- 
tures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban inter- 
face damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available 
at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire wise and fire safe!

LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 
2004 — 2005 (FY-05) 


The Lakes Region has changed tremendously in the past 20 years. Homes and businesses have 
expanded along major roadways, and many of our communities have experienced dramatic changes. 
This growth has resulted in a number of regional challenges. The Lakes Region Planning Commission 
(LRPC) is the area organization established to address the effects of growth at both the local and 
regional level. With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and 
Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. 
The Commission offers direct and support services ranging from technical assistance, geographic 
information systems, and transportation planning, to land use and environmental planning, and 
economic development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We are 
contacted several times daily for answers to local and statewide issues. We also maintain a regular 
dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide 
support and leadership to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Listed below are some of our services performed on behalf of Alexandria and the region in the past 
Fiscal year: 


** Completed a community survey as Phase I of the update of the 1987 Alexandria Master plan. 


** Provided technical assistance to the town to update the 1987 Master Plan. Provided a 
preliminary draft of a town land use map for review. 


“* Worked with the town to prepare and complete a Hazard Mitigation Plan that was adopted by 
the Board of Selectmen on May 31, 2005 and approved by FEMA on August 30, 2005. 


“* Provided the chairman of the planning board with information on time limitation requirements 
placed on a developer from the time a building permit is pulled until a driveway is constructed. 


“* Supplied information to local officials about LRPC’s circuit rider program. 
“* Assisted local official in the use of the Lakes Region Demographic Profile. 


“* Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing attorneys 
provide a legal perspective on local planning, zoning and other municipal issues. Recent 
lectures included: the Basics of Subdivision & Site Plan Review, Land Use Law Update, and New 
Challenges for Municipal Regulation of the Environment. We are also preparing for the 2005 
Law Lectures, in partnership with the NH Municipal Association. 


¢* Planned the 20" annual household hazardous waste collection in the Lakes Region. Two 
consecutive Saturdays were designated as collection days for 24 participating communities. An 
estimated 20,000 total gallons of waste were collected, containerized, and transported to EPA 
approved end-of-life locations around the country. 


“* Ordered and distributed many copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulation books to 
local planning boards at considerable savings. 


“* Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) to 
enhance local involvement in transportation planning and project development. The TAC 
advises the LRPC on transportation projects of regional significance. 
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“* Continued work on the Lakes Region Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan. This planning effort will 
help provide a blueprint for the location of local bike and pedestrian routes. 


“* Conducted over 150 traffic counts around the region, in cooperation with the New Hampshire 
Department of Transportation. LRPC is also assisting the DOT with the preparation of local road 
inventories, 

on a town-by-town basis. 


“* Participated on the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility board to explore the 
ways and means that the facility may encourage communities to participate in its use as 
members. 


** Convened seven Commission meetings, including four area meetings, which featured a diverse 
range of topics from agriculture and its impact on the Lakes Region, septage management, the 
Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility, and environmental legislation linked to 
the shoreland protection act and the reduction of mercury emissions from power plants. 


“* Continue to represent the region on several boards and committees related to the economic and 
environmental well-being of the region, e.g., the Belknap County Economic Development 
Council, NH Route 16 Corridor Advisory Committee, the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory 
Committee, etc. 


“* Prepared a draft interim regional plan for the Lakes Region, which includes updated regional 
planning policies and objectives. The interim plan will be reviewed for consistency after the 
state of NH completes the State Development Plan.
